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Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1 .378(c), Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the 
denial of their Petition to Accept Unintentionally Delayed Payment of Maintenance Fee in an 
Expired Patent filed 1 1 April 201 1. 
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REMARKS 

This responds to the Denial of Petition mailed 18 May 201 1 . Applicant respectfully 
thanks Petitions Examiner Wise for her helpful comments during our phone conversation of 8 
June 2011. 

On 1 1 April 201 1, Applicant submitted a Petition to Accept Unintentionally Delayed 
Payment of Maintenance Fee in an Expired Patent. At that time, Applicant inadvertently 
submitted a payment of $1620 to cover the surcharge instead of the required payment of $1640. 
Also at that time, Applicant was unable to pay the Maintenance Fee of $1240 via the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office's on-line e-filer portal because the patent had expired. 

During our phone conversation of 8 June 201 1, Petitions Examiner Wise kindly pointed 
out Applicant's deficient payment of $20 for the surcharge. Petitions Examiner Wise also kindly 
instructed Applicant to pay (1) a surcharge payment of $20, (2) the maintenance fee of $1240, 
and (3) a Petition Fee of $400. 

Applicant tried again on 8 June 201 1 to pay the required Maintenance Fee of $1240 via 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office's on-line e-filer portal, but was unable to pay 
(Exhibit A). 

On 9 June 201 1, when Applicant attempted to file a Petition for Reconsideration and 
attempted to pay the required fees online via the EFS-Web portal, Applicant was unable to pay 
the $20 surcharge and the $1240 maintenance fee and abandoned his attempt. 

As such, Applicant will file this Petition for Reconsideration, pay the $400 Petition Fee 
online, and request that the United States Patent and Trademark Office charge the (1) remaining 
surcharge payment of $20, (2) the maintenance fee of $1240, and any other required fees from 
Deposit Account No. 50-4934 in the appropriate amount. 

Applicant submits that the foregoing facts, as supported by the attached Exhibit A, 
establish bona fide attempts to comply with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. § 1.378(c), and 
accordingly request that Applicant's Petition be granted. 
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CONCLUSION 

Applicant respectfully submits that all of the requirements to reinstate the expired patent 
and been met and requests reconsideration of Applicant's Petition.
